The present invention relates to toilet 
articles, and more particularly to means 
for improving the appearance of the face 
and features.' m \ 

The invention consists in a template 
mounted on a suitable support for - 
manipulative purposes and adapted to be 
applied to the features in such manner 
as to render possible by the application 
it c of suitable colouring means or the like 
the delineation, on the features of any 
desired markings. . 

The template, according to tne inven- 
tion is more particularly intended for the 
20 delineation of the curves of the lips and 
is therefore preferably so constructed 
that its. contour conforms to the natural 
contour of the iips. Wkfiii so .applied it 
is preferable to make. -the. template oi 
25 such contour that its lower edge has the, 
form oi the upper line of the upper Up 
(the so-called Cupid' a bow) and^ that its 
upper edge has the form of the lower 
line of the u^er lip. .It is. likewise 
30 preferable to. make the., template of a 
width sufficiently small to enable. -it. to be 
inserted between the base of the nose and- 
the upper line of the .upper Up. 

The template ap,4 its: support may be- 



constructed of any suitable material or 
materials and in any desired form. 
Preferably the template ia made of cellu- 
loid or similar material. 

The support may take - therform - of~a" 
fork of wire or other suitable material 
provided "with a handle of celluloid or 
the like. 

The support is preferably so arranged 
with regard to the template as to render 
it easily possible ior delineating or 
colouring media such as lip stick, lip 
bream, liquid colouring . used with a 
brush, and the like to be, applied to the 
features with the aid oi the template 
without obstruction from the said 
support. 

In a preferred constructional form 
according to "the invention the template 
consists of a sjferip of celluloid haying its 
surfaces suitably curved to conform to 
the surface of the human features 
between the lowey part of the nope and 
tiie up/per part, of the upper lip and 
having its. edges shaped as above described 
to conform to the natural lines of the 
upper and lower lips respectively, the 
said template, being* supported at its. ends 
in a wire fork provided with a handle.

The template according to the inven- 
tion is more particularly intended for the 
delineation of the curves of the lips and 
is therefore' preferably so constructed 
that its contour conforms to the natural 
contour of the lips.

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is preferable to make tlie template of 
such contour that its lower edge has the 
form of the upper line of the upper lip 
(the so-called Cupid's bow) and that its 
5 upper edge has the form oi the lower 
line of the under lip. It is likewise 
preferable to make the template of a 
width sufficiently small to enable it to be 
inserted between the base of the nose and 
10* the upper line of the upper lip. 

The template and its support may be 
constructed of any suitable material or 

materials — and — in — any— desired — form.- 

Preferably the template is made of cellu- 
15 loid or similar material. 

The support may take the form of a 
fork of wire or other suitable material 
provided with a handle of celluloid or 
the like. 

20 The support is preferably so arranged 
with regard to the template as to render 
it easily possible for delineating or 
colouring media such as lip stick, lip 
cream, liquid colouring used with a 

25 brush, and the like to be applied to the 
features with the aid of the template 
without obstruction from the said 
support. 

In a preferred constructional form 
J3Q according to the invention the template 
consists of a strip of celluloid having its 
•surfaces suitably curved to conform to 
the surface of the human features 
between the lower part of the nose and 
:35 the upper part of the upper lip and 
having "its edges shaped as above described 
to conform to the natural lines of the 
upper and lower lips respectively, the 
eaid template "being supported at its ends 
in a wire fork provided with a handle. 

The accompanying drawings show by 
way of example one construction embody- 
ing the features of the invention as 
applied to a device for painting the lips. 
45 Kg. 1 is an elevation of the device, 
Fig 2 a front view of the device, Pig. 

3 is a front view of the template, Pig. 

4 shows a modified construction of part 



of the handle. 

A template 1 made of celluloid has a 50 
lower edge 2 of the form of the upper 
line of the upper lip, and an upper edge 
3 representing the lower line of the lower 
lip. The template is mounted upon a 
fork of wire 4 provided with a handle 5 ^5 
of celluloid or made integral with a wire 
handle 6. The fork 4 comprises portions 
7 which when the template is applied to 
the lips, bear against the lips or the 
chin, and portions 8 forming with the 60 
_portions-7— approximately— right-angles. — 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is 
to be performed, I declare that what I 05 
claim is : — 

1. ) A device for improving the appear- 
ance of the face comprising a template 
mounted upon a suitable support, substan- 
tially as described. 

2. ) A device according to Claim 1, 
comprising a template having an upper 
edge representing the lower line of the 
lower lip. 

3. ) A device according to claim 1, 75 
comprising a template having a lower 
edge representing the upper line of the 
upper lip. 

4. ) A device according to claim 1^ 
comprising a template having a lower 80 
edge representing the upper line of the 
upper lip and an upper edge represent- 
ing the lower line of the under lip. 

5. ) A device according to any of the 
preceding claims comprising a handle 85 
having portions designed to rest upon the 
face. 

6. ) A device according to claim 1, 
onstructed substantially as described 



and shown in the drawings.
